in the poll released by the Illi- 
nois State Bar Association. 

Associate Judge Jerome F. 
Lopinot, who is running unop- 
posed for resident judge in St. 
Clair County, received a “‘rec- 
ommended”’ rating. 

The poll assigned judicial 
candidates thro out the state 
numerical scores on a scale of 
one to 100 and ii from 
“‘strongly recommended’”’ to 
*‘strongly not recommended.”’ 
The candidates also received 
numerical ratings in judicial 
oy ee , judicial temperament, 
legal ability and court manage- 
ment. 

Overall scores of 90-100 rated 
“strongly recommended,”’ 70-89 
rated ‘‘recommended. 60-69 
rated ‘‘not recommended,”’ and 
‘below 60 rated ‘‘strongiy not

“I don’t trust anymore,”’ said 
Wright, who lives on Laurel 
Drive in Fairview Heights. ‘‘I 
see people come in (to restau- 
rants and shops), and I get tight 
inside. I’m resentful.’’ : 

Wright, 70, is not alone in her 
fears. With the second Fairview 
Heights murder in as many 
months, in a city that hasn’t 
seen a murder since 1984, more 
people are becoming exceedingly

the responses of 265 lawyers in 
the 20th Circuit. 

Mays and O’Malley discount- 
ed the poil’s results, and even 
seemed to take a aise pride in 
their poor ratings. Both sai e 
poll can be partisan. 

“I sort of wear it as a red 
badge of courage,” said Mays, 
whose overall rating of 40.08 
was, by far, the lowest of the 61 
candidates rated. i 

“I am not an insider. I’m not 
beholden to lawyers and 
judges,” Mays said. “I would 
think that people would feel 
more comfortable with a judge 
who is somewhat insulated and 
unfettered from the influence of 
lawyers and politicians.”’ 

O’Malley said he wouldn't be 
doing his job if he didn’t make 
a few enemies. His overall rat- 
ing of 71.17 was higher than the 
score of 70 needed to be ‘“‘rec- 
ommended,” but he was given a 
“‘not recommended’’ rating 
because his score in judicial 
integrity, 65.09, was less than 
70. 


“I’ve prosecuted a lot of 
cases over the years, and I’ve 
sat on a lot of controversial 
eases,’’ he said. ‘‘I’m sure 
there’s a lot of lawyers who 
don’t like me, and I think that

Granite City is moving cautiously in its effort to rebuild the 
block surrounded by Niedringhaus, Grand and Madison 
avenues, scene of a proposed QuikTrip convenience store. _ 

The city has agreed to come up with more thana half-mil- 
lion dollars to help QuikTrip develop the block. That money 
would go toward sidewalks, curbs and gutters, demolition of 
existing buildings and utifity relocations. The catch is, the 
$550,000 will only be given only if QuikTrip commits to 
development of the entire block. QuikTrip wouldn’t have to 
even have a convenience store, just as long as the company 
manages to entice other business there. mite : 

Granite City has made a wise move. Making its contribu- 
tion contingent on future development not only makes for a 
smart investment, but it could spur other improvements in 
the area around the old John Novotny Chevroletsite. 

More importantly, however, is the fact that QuikTrip is 
accepting far less than the $1.2 million it originally wanted. 

Granite’s share will be paid for through the sales tax 
collected under the Tax Increment Financing program. 

This is not to say that QuikTrip will accept the offer; that 
remains to be seen. But a lot of time has already been 
invested on redevelopment of downtown and we are pleased 
that more than a year’s worth of dickering on this ticular 
issue has produced results. The city has left the ball in 
QuikTrip’s court, where it ought to be. Granite is dangling a 
carrot, and we feel it’s one within reach.

} You’re sleeping peacefully 
when suddenly you're jolted 
from your bed by an incredible 
force.

As you cower on the 
floor trying to catch your breath, 
heart racing, you wonder if this 
is a nightmare. But it’s no night- 
mare: this is really happening....

For those who have experi- 
enced this most powerful and 
devastating of nature’s forces, 
reactions range from the non- 
chalance with which skydivers 

reet the thought of jumping 
rom an airplane to the utter ter- 
ror of a child lost in a crowd. 


For those who have never 
been in an earthquake, the apre- 
hension can also debilitating. 

One way to overcome some of 
the fear and to safeguard life, 
limb and property is to be pre- 
pared for what some local scien- 
tists are calling the inevitable:

Just how big was it?

Greathouse: Poor fishing at | 
Horseshoe Lake not his fault

GRANITE CITY — Tom E. 
Jones of Granite City blames the 
Metro East Sanitary District for 
the poor fishing this winter at 
Horseshoe Lake, but MESD boss 
Shang Greathouse swears it’s not 
his fault. 

Jones said the water level in 
the shallow lake has drop} 
“six or seven inches in the last 
two weeks. They’ve ruined fish- 
ing out there for the last 
month,’’ Jones said. ‘‘Noboby’s 
catching anything. It’s just no 


But Greathouse said the lake 
is lowered at the request of 
Horseshoe Lake State Park Site 
Superintendent Len Wright. 
Greathouse said the MESD 
sometimes lowers the level in 
the lake on its own, but only 
when the Mississippi River is 
very high and rain is forecast. ‘ 

When the river level is above 
19 feet, Greathouse said, the 
MESD has to turn on its electric 
pumps to pump water out of the 
Cahokia Ditch into the river. 
This is expensive, and the MESD 
prefers to let water flow by 
gravity from the ditch. 

So, if the river is high and 
rain is forecast,-the MESD will 
sometimes open its two culverts 
to the lake to lower the lake so

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Expect kinder, gentler bosses in ’90s

Bosses are not magically goi to turn into 
winces as the 1990s progress, but they will 
more sensitive to workers’ needs, particu- 
larly on family issues, labor market observ- 


ers say. 

Credit a loomi labor shortage for this 
turn of events, with an assist to the growth 
of women in the workforce. 

“There are goii to be shortages in some 
industries and thigh-sicill) occupations,’’ said 
Russell Signorino, labor analyst with the 
Missouri Division of Employment Security. 

There will be more women in the work- 
force, with 61.2 percent of them holding jobs 
by 1995. Women are expected to make up 
46.9 percent of the 1995 work force, up from 
44.6 percent in 1985. 

They will be clamoring for special accom- 
modations so they ¢an work without sacrific- 
ing their society-mandated role as care-giv- 
er, raising the children and caring for aging 
parents, said Martha Ozawa, professor of 
social policy at Washington University. 

Signorino, Ozawa and others predict 
growth of on-site day-care facilities, flexible 
worl hours, benefits for part-time work- 
ers other incentives. 

Such incentives will be necessary if 
employers are going to attract and retain the 
employee of the '90s, said Karen Sizemore, a 
benefits specialist with Towers Perrin & Co., 
a compensation consulting firm. 

The work environment will be markedly 
different. ‘‘Employees will come in (to work) 
when they come in,’’ thanks to flexible work 
schedules and management’s new tolerance 
toward family matters, according to Ed Kas- 


second stringers — and posting less than 
optimum operating results — as more talent- 
ed staffers desert for bosses who cater to 
their needs, Ozawa said. She has written a 
book on the topic, ‘‘Women’s Life Cycles & 
Economic Insecurity."’ 

Fortunately, ‘‘employers are behaving 
rationally. They are picki the people who 
can do the job,”” and then acting to meet 
that valued staffer’s needs, she said. 

Labor-shortage concessions are not yet 
common, however. ‘‘This kind of stuff 
doesn’t happen overnight,"’ Signorino said 

Some industries, specifically fast-food and 
health care, are blazing the trail. 

The pool of young workers available to 
work at fast-f outlets is falling, due to the 
declining number of teen-agers (falling at a 
rate of 4 percent a year), the increasing 
number of high-school dropouts (who don’t 
have the needed skills) and, of those who 
complete high school, the increasing number 
hea off to college, Kaskowitz said. 

Fast-food operators have boosted starting 
wages to entice teen-agers into the fold, plus 
they, have sought out qualified senior citizens 
and handicapped workers. 

McDonald’s Corp. managers atterid Special 
seminars that acquaint them with issues 
important to employees who are high school 
students, senior citizens or handicapped, said 
Judy Stoebel, personnel manager for 
McDonald's St. Louis region. 

Hospitals are confronting the nursing 
shortage with a variety of programs. For 
instance, part-timers at Barnes Hospital now 
accrue benefits based on the number of 
hours worked, said Chris Corbin, director of 
employment and recruitment at Barnes. 

Then there are “per diem’’ nurses. These 


health insurance and other benefits are 
available through their spouse’s employ- 
er — “‘it’s nifty.” e aS 

The 250 nurses in her per-diem 1 work 
an average of one shift per week, Corbin 
said, noting they can work as much or a5 
little as they want, in one particular depart- 
ment or in many. “ 

That freedom to select when and where 
they will work separates the workers of the 
’90s from predecessors, Sizemore saud, 

This leads benefits expert Sizemore to pre- 
dict that cafeteria or “‘flex”’ benefits pack- 
ages will grow in popularity during the 1990s, 
because employees will choose, from a menu 
of benefits, those that fit their lifestyle or 
family needs. <4 

In that way, two employees working side- 
by-side could have two entirely different ben- 
efits packages, Sizemore said. One, for 
instance, might “buy” extra vacation days 
to be used when the worker must stay home 
with a sick child. - 

Some employers will convert ‘‘sick’’ leave, 
usable only when the worker is ill, into “paid 
days off” so employees can tend to a sid 
child without losing pay, she said. * 

Other benefits in which Sizemore predicts 
interest include financial planning, retire- 
ment counseling and long-term care policies 
that cover parents. 

Judy Allen, vice president and regional 
manager for Kelly Temporary Services, fore- 
casts more job-sharing, where two full-time 
employees, even two temporary employees, 
share a job — one working two days a week, 
and the other three days. 4 

“That never would have been considered 
five years ago,” she said. ‘‘We anticipate 
more of that.””

- about an independent and eccen- 
tric 72-year-old woman in Atlan- 
ta whose businessman son 
decides to get his mom a chauf- 
fer after she drives her new 1948 
qackard into a neighbor’s gar- 

len. 

Jessica Tandy plays Daisy 
Werthan, the lady with the ques- 
tionable driving skills, and Mor- 
gan Freeman is Hoke Colburn, 
her new driver. A portly Dan 
Aykroyd plays her son. 

Daisy is resentful about the 
change. Already an able bully to 
her housekeeper Idella, played 
by Esther Rolle, she endeavors 
to take the same tactics with 
Hoke, but it doesn’t work.

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Tax rules for ’89 similar to ’88 


Below, the Missouri Society of 
CPAs answers some of the most 
commonly asked questions on 
1989 federal income taxes: 

What are the tax rates for 
1989? 

They are the same as last 

rear. The good news is that the 

rackets have been adjusted for 
inflation. You can now earn a 
little more money before moving 
into a higher tax bracket. 

I served on jury duty and had 
to surrender the check to my 
employer. Will I still have to 
declare the jury duty pay as 
income? 

Yes. But a new tax law will 
enable you to take a deduction 
for that amount — even if you 
don’t itemize. You no longer will 
be taxed on money you did not 
actually keep. 

*My son received a school 
scholarship for the past school 
year. Will he have to report the 
money as taxable income? 

The answer depends on how 
the money is and whether 
your son is a degree candidate. 
Scholarships or fellowships made 
after Aug. 16, 1986, are tax-free 
only for degree candidates who 
use the funds for tuition and 
course-related expenses. No lon- 
ger may taxpayers exclude from 
income any money awarded for 
such expenses as room, board 
and travel. Nor may they 
exclude any funds received in 
return for teachi or research 


services, even if they are 
required for the degree.

Prisoner wants artificial parenthood

In the first case of its kind, a 
federal prisoner from Cedar Hill, 
Mo., is seeking permission to 
artificially inseminate his wife. 

Steven J. Goodwin, an-inmate 
at the federal prison in Spring- 
field, Mo., and former Cedar Hill 
resident, asked a federal appeals 
court in St. Louis last month ‘for 
permission to provide semen so 
that his wife, Sabrena Goodwin, 
of High Ridge, may inseminate 
herself. 

“There’s no law that says you 
can or cannot do this because 
it’s never been’ proposed 
before,” Goodwin said. 

“‘Whoever wins this, the gov- 
ernment or me, the case will 
end up in the Supreme Court 
because I intend to fight it all 
the way.”’ 

In 1987, Goodwin filed suit ii 
federal court in Springfield argu- 
ing his right to artificially 
inmseminate his wife. In 1988, 
senior U.S. District Judge Wil- 
liam R, Collinson ruled t the 
right of reproduction was ‘“‘fun- 
damentally inconsistent with 
imprisonment itself.’” 

*  Goodwin’s attorney, Ronald L. 
Kuby of New York, asked a 
three-judge panel of the 8th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeais to over- 
turn this ruling on Jan. 18. Kuby 
maintains that the right to par- 
enthood overrides imprisonment. 

“‘Why should the government 
be able to say who can have a 
baby and who can’t?’’ Sabrena 
Goodwin asked. ‘‘My husband 
committed a crime and he is 
paying for it. Should I be pun- 
ished too?”’ 

“This is about me being in 

rison and my wife wanting to 
Fave my baby legally win 
said. 

In 1986, Goodwin, 32, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to 14 
years in prison on drug distribu- 
tion charges. Two weeks before 
he surrendered to begin serving 
his sentence, he married his girl- 
friend, Sabrena Hollston, 30.. 

“We had lived together for a 
little over a year,’’ Goodwin 
said. ‘“‘We started talking about 
marriage as soon as I found out 
I would be put in prison. We 











Lawmakers target cigarette ads .

WASHINGTON — As Rep. 
Richard Durbin’s airline smok- 
ing ban was going into affect, 
the lawmaker announced he is 
launching yet another crusade 
against the tobacco industry. 

The Springfield, Ii1., Democrat 
joined some of Washington’s 
most powerful policy makers at 
a Senate hearing to speak out 
against cigarette advertising 
campaigns that target women, 
minorities and children. 

“Lung cancer deaths of wom- 
en have skyrocketed in recent 

‘ears as cigarette promotion has 
focused on women,’’ Durbin 
said. “In addition, we need to 
turn the spotlight on the ways in 
which tobacco ads are specially 
designed to appeal to teen-a- 
gers.” 

The hearing was held just 
over a month after Health and 
Human Services Secretary Louis 
Sullivan success: __ pressured 
R.J. Reynolds into pulling an 
advertisement for Uptown cigs 
rettes that he said was aimed at 
blacks. 

“T am greatly disturbed by the 
cigarette industry’s targeted 
marketing toward minorities,’’

If_the space in your home is 
used re; rly and exclusively 
for business and is separate 
from your living space, you may 
be able to deduct a percentage 
of the costs of running your 
house, including your utilities 
and even a home security sys- 
tem. But the home-office deduc- 
tion may be a red flag for IRS 
audits. 

What are the guidelines for 
deducting IRA contributions? 

You still can fully deduct your 
IRA if neither you nor your 
spouse participated in an 
employer's retirement plan in 
1989, or if your adjusted 
income is under $25,000 if single, 
or $40,000 if married. Once you 
satisfy either of these require- 
ments, you can shelter up to 
$2,000 if single, and $4,000 if 
married and both spouses work. 
If only one spouse works, the 
most you can contribute is

““My sister lives two blocks 
from the prison and it would be 
no problem to run there and 
inseminate myself.” 

According to Steven Goodwin, 
his wife is especially eager to 
have a baby as soon as possible 
after she suffered an ovarian 
cyst during an earlier pregnancy 
and had the ovary removed. 

Joey Michael Hendrickson Jr., 
Sabrena Goodwin's five-year old 
child of a previous marriage, is 
in kindergarten at Cedar Springs 
Elementary School. 

“Her doctor said it would be 
advisable to have the baby as 
soon as possible,”’ Steven Good- 
win said. 

3 may be easy to become 
pregnant but it will be hard for 
me to carry a baby with ay age 
and health sproblems* Sabri 
Goodwin said. 

She described her husband as 
a “very sweet man” who would 
make an excellent father. 

“Steve and Joey already have 
a father-son relationship and, 
when he is released, he wants to 
adopt Joey,’’ Sabrena Goodwin 
said. After his release, he plans 
to start a cabinet-m: shop. 

Judge Theodore Mc! lian, St. 
Louis, and two out-of-state 
judges heard the appeal in Janu- 
ary and have yet to schedule 
another hearing. 

“My attorney said that he 
thought one judge was in our 
favor, one was opposed, and one 
was sitting on the fence,’”’ Steven 
Goodwin said.

Under the leadership of Sen. 
Ted Kennedy, D-Mass., Durbin 
is joining hands with Sen. Frank 
Lautenberg, D-N.J., a former 
tyopack-a-day smoker, and Sen. 
Bill Bradley, D-N.J., in an effort 
to. win the battle against the 
tobacco industry. 

Kennedy’s bill would provide 
incentive grants to schools to 
become smoke-free and to states 
that enforce existing laws 
against tobacco sales to.minors, 
provide education and counter- 
advertising about tobacco use 
and for the first time regulate 
_tobacco products.

That depends. Generally, you
